The new sanctuary, with a full 
basement, w ill be of conserva­ 
tive contemporary design, con­ 
sisting of a total floor area of 
over 13,000 square feet, and seat­ 
ing 500 in the nave and balcony. 
The basement w ill have facili­ 
ties for seating over 200 at din­ 
ners, and w ill have a raised 
stage at the north end. 
The 
mechanical 
equipment 
room is designed to accomodate 
contemplated future expansion 
of 
the 
church’s 
facilities. A 
parking lot, providing at first 
for over IOO cars, w ill be com­ 
pleted to the north of the build­ 
ing. 


FEA TU RIN G THE church ex­ 
terior w ill be a floodlighted 
flesche rising to a height of 85 
feet above the exterior grading, 
while on the south wall w ill be 
an illuminated cross set in a 
straited stone wall, reaching 40 
feet above ground. 
"th e interior of the sanctuary^ 
w ill have a ceiling of hemlock 
decking and exposed laminated 
wood arches. The chancel wall 
construction is to be of white 
rock-faced Norman brick, upon 
which w ill be mounted a wood­ 
en 
back-lighted 
Celtic 
cross. 
Both cove lighting and up-light­ 
ing from suspended fixtures w ill 
illuminate the nave. 
The Southminster Church has 
experienced rapid growth since 
its form al organization n i n e 
months ago. Its five-acre site at 
Dryden and Central Road was 
purchased in 1960, and recently 
the congregation added to the 
initial purchase when it acquired 
the property at 906 E . Central 
Road. 
This is currently 
being 
used as a temporary parish cen­ 
ter until the permanent facilities 
are completed.

Rutizer said he became a state 
policeman in 1955 and, about a 
year later, began receiving the 
gifts from trucking companies. 
He said he received a “couple of 
hundred dollars” each Christmas 
and “about $100 or $125” at the

Ruling Rendered 


SPRINGFIELD, (UPD - Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William G. Clark rul­ 
ed last week that judges of an 
election have no power to refuse 
a challenged voter the right to 
cast his ballot after he has fur­ 
nished affidvaits required by the 
statutes. 
Clark’s ruling came at the re­ 
quest of Macon County State’s 
Atty. Basil G. Greanias. 
Clark said the ruling applied 
to the voter who has received his 
ballot and whose right to vote 
then is challenged. 
IN ANOTHER ruling on voting, 
Clark held, a person who is con­ 
fined in the county jail or at the 
Illinois State Penal Farm

election day cannot vote by ab­ 
sentee ballot.

One of the puzzling wonders of American people Is 
that many probably complete their liftetimes without be­ 
ing able to recognize more than a paltry few of the multi­ 
tudinous forms of life that pass continually in front of our 
eyes. 
We reach for the moon with only a slight compre­

grass on 
which we stand. Any of the 
galaxy of birds smaller than 
a robin we have a tendency 
to categorize as a common 
sparrow. Outside of the tree 
growing in our front yard, we 
may be unable to tell an oak 
from a maple, a pine from a 
spruce. 
And many of the differences 
are so easy to learn, on our own, 
and the ramifications of various 
kinds of life so interesting—and 
perhaps valuable to 
know — 
that perhaps we can be judged 
guilty of a lack of appreciation. 
Or is it a lack of curiosity-- 
or are we failing to whet our 
curiosities sufficiently? Or may­ 
be we don’t care. 
BUT WILD 
flowers, 
birds, 
trees—and maybe life in gener­ 
al—may have much more mean­ 
ing to a group 
of 
Wheeling 
youngsters as the result of an 
avocation of a housewife who 
does care. 
Mrs. Wilbur Davis, 15 E. Jef­ 
fery, found herself spending so 
much time pointing out different 
kinds of birds and plants to 
neighborhood children that she 
formed a once-a-week class of

12, called the Audubon Juniors. 
By means of nature hikes and 
photographic reproductions, the 
children of her group are learn­ 
ing of the flora and fauna of 
Illinois, and of the migratory 
birds that visit only in the spring 
and fall. 
INDEED, HER 
pupils 
can 
probably find more of nature’s 
world in their back yards than 
most adults could in Yellow­ 
stone National Park. 
Maybe significant in Mrs. Da­ 
vis’ motivation to share her in­ 
terest in wildlife was witness­ 
ing children 
destroying 
bird 
nests. 
For instance, she once dis­ 
covered a lad carrying home a 
bird nest with five eggs in it. 
She explained to him that he 
should return the nest, which he 
did—and the mother bird re­ 
turned and hatched the eggs. 
IN ANOTHER case, a neigh­ 
boring family was watching a 
robin hatch a family in a small 
tree in their yard. One day the 
nest was gone. 
Someone had 
evidently 
climbed 
the 
tree, 
breaking some branches in the 
process, 
and 
carried off the 
nest. 
Rather than watching, enjoy­ 
ing and fostering wildlife, 
in 
their curiosity they more often 
unknowingly destroy it, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Davis. 
Children 
love to scramble 
along the Buffalo Creek which 
passes 
through Mrs. 
Davis’ 
neighborhood, investigating and 
exploring, she relates. But they 
have little 
understanding 
of 
what they encounter, robbing 
bird nests and pulling up wild 
flowers because “they 
don’t 
know what they are,” she ex­ 
plains with concern and sympa­ 
thy. 
SO MRS. DAVIS takes her 
group for little hikes along the 
creek and the nearby forest pre­ 
serve, identifying and explain­ 
ing what they find. 
She also borrows educational 
movies from the Illinois Conser­ 
vation Department, 
and 
gets 
much material offered by the 
national Audubon Society f o r 
children. And from the Illinois 
State Museum in Springfield she 
subscribes to the 
publication, 
“The Living Museum.” 
Her class has studied the life 
of John Audubon, and like him, 
paint and draw silhouettes of 
birds and leaves. 
They learn 
to recognize the calls of differ­ 
ent birds, and various intricate 
means by which they build their 
nests. 
THEY LEARN of the feeding 
and migratory habits of birds, 
of the many species of warblers 
passing through each spring on 
their way to points north, re­ 
turning again in the fall on their 
way to as far south as South 
America. 
Perhaps more important, they 
learn of the 
inter-relation of 
life, of nature’s balance and in­ 
terdependencies. 
In the future, 
Mrs. 
Davis 
hopes to obtain some permanent 
exhibits, such as mounted speci­ 
mens of birds and bird eggs, 
and to expand studies to include 
insects. She is planning a field 
trip to a Chicago museum, and 
a money-making project to sup­ 
plement the weekly 15-cent class 
dues the children pay. 
IN THE ART area, she wants 
to begin the children working 
in ceramics, also. 
Her husband has converted 
and expanded their carport into 
a spacious and cozy glassed-in 


OBSERVING birds along the wooded course 
of Buffalo Creek next to their home in Wheel­ 
ing is Mrs. Wilbur Davis and two of her chil­ 
dren, Adrienne and Kenny.

Mrs. Davis has had to limit 
the number in the class, and 
has a waiting list of children 
who want to enroll. 


ALTHOUGH SHE states she 
has always been interested to 
some degree in observing na­ 
ture, she can’t pinpoint why the 
interest became so abiding. 
Growing up in a wooded sec­ 
tion of Gary, Ind., bordering the 
Lake Michigan sand dunes, she 
credits for some of her interest. 
Marrying a man 
who 
has 
hunting as a hobby probably fur­ 
ther increased her interest. But 
it was two years of poor health 
that really converted her, she 
indicated. Forced to spend much 
time resting and lounging, she 
became curious and absorbed in 
learning of the many species of 
birds that flitted into her yard. 
Then there was the concern over 
children’s destruction of wild­ 
life. 
And she gets “as big a kick” 
out of the class as the children 
do, she confides. 


WHEN ONE watches children 
searching fields for wild flow­ 
ers to take home to their moth­ 
ers, observe the delight with 
which they explore a meadow, 
one might well wonder if man 
knows what he is doing when he 
insists upon mowing to ground 
level everything 
that 
grows 
within his municipalities a n d 
roadsides, and if there is 
as 
much beauty gained as destroy­ 
ed by burning over open land. 
If all life has a meaning to 
and helps to understand human 
life, then Mrs. Davis’ project 
has a deep human significance.

(UPD — Cook C o u n t y Clerk 
James Machinis said Tuesday an 
unusually large number of ab­ 
sentee ballots were being cast 
for the Nov. 6 election. 


Machinis said more than 310 
absentee votes were cast Tues­ 
day and 332 yesterday. He said in 
previous years absentee ballots 
averaged about 175 a day. 


Through Monday 
the Clerk’s 
office had processed 
10,793 re­ 
quests for absentee ballots com­ 
pared to 6,820 in the last off-year 
general election in 1958. 


Machinis said 
7,222 applica­ 
tions have been completed and 
returned to his office and 6,850

IN ONE paragraph, the prob­ 
lem of the central city of pro­ 
viding municipal services to its 
non-tax paying daytime com­ 
muters is put into focus. 
(Taxing of commuters by the 
central city is being done in 
some cities — Toledo, Ohio 
yet what the future has in store 
for this issue across the nation 
might be hanging heavily on a 
p e n d i n g Michigan State Su­ 
preme Court case between De­ 
troit and suburban communi­ 
ties. ) 
And only casually touched up­ 
on is maybe the greatest ob­ 
stacle to unification of the cen­ 
tral city with its suburbs, the 
big-city political 
“machines,” 
the politics that people run from 
rather than seek recourse in. 
NOT MENTIONED are t h e 
racial issues involved. 
The incorporation of an en­ 
tire county by Nashville, Tenn., 
to prevent multi-municipal gov­ 
ernments and to prevent the 
possibility of the city’s expan­ 
sion potential being cut off, was 
cited.

But more often pressure and 
state 
legislation rather 
than 
voter approval are the means 
by which the already 
estab­ 
lished central cities are fighting 
off establishment of independ­ 
ent suburban communities. 
Main means of pressure, ac­ 
cording to the article’s author, 
George Fielding Eliot, is for the 
central city to refuse to extend 
its water and sewer services 
outside its limits. 
(WATER IS becoming a cru­ 
cial problem for northwest sub­ 
urban 
Chicago 
communities. 
And it was on this issue that a 
galaxy of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
area municipalities began fruit­ 
ful negotiations on 
consocia­ 
tion.) 
Various legislative means of 
solving the conflicts are point­ 
ed out—but the underlying mo­ 
tivations for such legislation is 
not delved into. 
Virginia, 
for 
instance, 
re­ 
quires by law that all urban 
areas should be under city gov­ 
ernment, and rural areas under 
county government. (Could this 
also have something to do with 
a desire to keep the Negro po­ 
litically inert?) Annexation 
is 
decided by a court of three 
judges, only one of which may 
be from the county involved— 
but all must be from Virginia. 
IN 
1959, Minnesota set up a 
five-member 
“impartial” 
Mu­ 
nicipal 
Commission 
with the 
power to rule on all land con­ 
solidations. How impartial such 
a commission or cour1; can be, 
or remain, especially in such 
strongly partisan, political ma­ 
chined states as Illinois and 
Georgia, might be worth a book 
of its own. 
Some states forbid new in­ 
corporations from three to five 
miles outside the limits of a 
larger city, the article contin­ 
ues. (In Illinois, it is IVz miles.) 
On the side of the suburban 
communities is the recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which 
has the effect of forcing fair 
apportionment 
of 
legislative 
seats. The burgeoning suburban 
population will therefore nave 
more say as to their destiny, 
Eliot says. 
SATISFACTORY 
solut i o n s 
will only come from “expert, 
intelligent 
planning, 
reaching 
far into the future and covering 
entire metropolitan areas,*' El­ 
iot writes. He cites “co-opera­ 
tive regional planning.” 
And he concludes, “The ideal 
of local self-government is still 
cherished in American 
hearts 
. . .That ideal will always, soon 
or late, find champions to do 
battle in its behalf.” 
The article will serve as a 
starter for those interested in 
the subject of metropolitan area 
development, and as a cursory 
review for those who aren’t. 
However, it appears from El­ 
iot’s account that people, as 
usual, are trying to solve new 
problems with 
antiquated 
ap­ 
proaches. 
SUBURBANITES froth at the 
mouth about big city politics, 
but in turn adopt “bigness” as 
their chief municipal goal, per­ 
haps hooked on habit. 
From Eliot’s article, perhaps 
the next step is to explore the 
drawbacks and antifeeling to­ 
ward the big city, versus the 
drawbacks of numerous, petty 
competing suburbs, and the lust 
for control by all governments, 
each of which subjectively seems 
to cast itself in the role of an 
angel and its competitors 
as 
Satan’s devils.

and most state newspapers 
have endorsed the amend­ 
ments. 
But this does not mean 
that the judicial change will 
have an 
easy time at the 
polls. It might lose. 
Any constitutional amendment 
is difficult to obtain, since two 
thirds of the persons voting on 
the amendment or half of those 
voting at the election must favor 
it. 
History has shown that many 
persons who go to the polls nei­ 
ther understand nor care 
to 
understand amendments. 
A SECOND factor also works 
against the amendment. Despite 
the impressive list of persons 
and organizations backing 
the 
amendment, there is a solid core 
of voters opposed to it. 
The amendment would make 
sweeping changes in the entire 
Illinois court system. 
It would 
merge all existing courts into 
one system under the supervi­ 
sion of 
the 
State 
Supreme 
Court. Supreme Court districts 
would be revamped so that Cook 
County would have three of the 
seven justices. Now Cook Coun­ 
ty shares one justice 
with 
a 
number of other counties in the 
area. 
Once any judge was elected, 
he would run for re-election only 
against his record. He would not 
have party designation. Magis­ 
trates would be appointed and 
supervised by the circuit courts, 
the only trial court. The Appel­ 
late Court districts 
would 
be 
identical 
with 
the 
Supreme 
Court districts. 
Those who support the amend­ 
ment say it would give the state 
a better balance on the Supreme 
Court. 
They feel the fact that 
a justice will run only against 
his record will 
bring 
better 
qualified candidates for judicial 
posts, since they will have more 
security of tenure. 
Since judges will run for re­ 
election without party designa­ 
tion the amendment’s 
backers 
say it will tend to minimize par­ 
tisan politics. 
Proponents 
also 
say 
t h e 
amendment, because of the sim­ 
plification of the court system, 
would save money for taxpay­ 
ers, county and local 
govern­ 
ments, and for persons involved 
in court cases. 
OPPONENTS of the 
amend­ 
ment say it would cost taxpay­ 
ers more, not less, since all fees 
would be paid by the state. Op­ 
ponents 
also hold that t h e 
amendment would not solve the 
pressing program of the back­ 
log of cases in Cook County. 
Judges would be even more 
deeply involved in partisan poli 
tics, the opponents say, because 


the change would give 
them 
power to appoint and supervise 
magistrates. 
The most ardent of the foes 
of the amendment have com­ 
pared it to the philosophy 
of 
government “ used in Nazi Ger­ 
many and 
Communist 
coun­ 
tries.’’ 
A similar proposal was 
de­ 
feated in 1958. Many of the per­ 
sons who opposed it then can be 
expected to line up against it 
this time—including many police 
magistrates and justices of the 
peace, some of them powerful 
in local politics. 
Both parties have favored the 
amendment in their platforms. 
But Republicans have reserva­ 
tions about it, particularly 
in 
downstate areas. 
They fear they would lose con­ 
trol of the Supreme Court under 
any re-districting 
that 
would 
give Cook County three justices. 
Also on the ballot Nov. 6 will 
be a proposal to amend 
t h e 
State Banking Act — a subject 
that has gone almost 
without 
publicity. 
The b a n k i n g 
amendment 
would revise the schedules 
of 
fees paid by state banks for ex­ 
aminations by the Department 
of Financial Institutions. 


Some experts have estimated 
that this could result in an an­ 
nual saving of about $300,000 to 
the state. 


THE AMENDMENT w o u l d 
put state banks on an equal foot­ 
ing with national banks in some 
areas. It would raise the mini­ 
mum number of 
directors 
of 


state banks from three to five, 
and would require that at least 
two-thirds of the directors 
of 
state banks are residents in Illi­ 
nois. 
The b a n k i n g 
amendment 
needs only a simple majority of 
those voting on it to pass.

The new president of the Illi­ 
nois Hospital Association last 
week said the new aid to the 
medically indigent program of 
the Illinois Public Aid Commis­ 
sion, authorized by the federal 
Kerr - Mills 
legislation, 
“has 
barely scratched the surface of 
the problem we are talking 
about.” 
W. R. Williams, administrator 
of the Suburban Cook County 
Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium 
Dis­ 
trict, Hinsdale, spoke 
at the 
presidents’ luncheon of the joint 
annual meeting of the IHA and 
its member Women’s Hospital 
Auxiliaries at Peoria. 


WILLIAMS cited IPAC fig­ 
ures showing that up to August 
I 31 of this year, only 4,174 of the 
state’s nearly million senior cit­ 
izens had benefitted from the 
program. 
“Words and promises we’ve 
heard about Kerr-Mills far ex­ 
ceed any accomplishments 
to 
date,” he said. 
He said low utilization of the 
program cannot be used as ev- 
; idence that help is not needed. 
Beyond the numbers of older 
people, now and in the future, 
who need some kind of assist­ 
ance in paying their medical 
bills, he declared that other 
measures of the present need 
are “gaps” in services for older 
people and the low standards of 
many of the institutions that 
specialize in their care. 
“The recent shocking revela­ 


tions on conditions in a chain of 
nursing homes in Chicago,” he 
said, “are much more than an 
indictment of the owners in­ 
volved. They stand as an in­ 
dictment 
of 
a 
system t h a t 
relegates many old and infirm 
people to the status of second- 
class citizens. There are paral­ 
lels here with our traditional 
treatment of persons with men­ 
tal illness. 


“UNDERLYING both of these 
situations is public indifference. 
To date the needs of older peo­ 
ple have not seemed sufficiently 
important to justify a demand 
for acceptable standards in the 
institutions that 
specialize 
in 
their care. Raising standards, 
of 
course, 
implies 
spending 
more money, from public and 
private sources. When we con­ 
sider the low level of IPAC re­ 
imbursement 
to 
the nursing 
homes of our state, we are hyp­ 
ocritical if we try to blame the 
nursing homes for present low 
standards.” 
Williams declared that “we 
need large infusions of new 
money, from public and other 
sources, if we are to even get a 
good start in meeting the health 
care needs of our senior citi­ 
zens.”

The Illinois State Constitution 
requires that revisions in the 
Banking Act must be passed by 
the General Assembly and ap­ 
proved by a majority of voters, 
who vote on the issue, in gen­ 
eral referendum. 


THE AMENDMENTS b e i ng 
submitted this year were unani­ 
mously passed by both Houses 
of the General Assembly. 
They are completely nonpar­ 
tisan. 
While most of the changes 
proposed are for the purpose of 
clarification of the state bank­ 
ing act, several changes putting 
state chartered banks on an 
equal basis with national banks 
in certain areas of operation are 
considered important by the Ill­ 
inois Bankers Association.

Jaycees Endorse Blue Ballot After Debate 


Trustees Discuss 
Measure's Merits 


by BILL HALLS 
Arlington Heights Jaycees approved a resolution for 
adoption of the controversial Blue Ballot last week fol­ 
lowing a “discussion” of the proposed judiciary amend­ 
ment’s pros and cons by two village trustees. The vote 
was 27-2. 
The Jaycees invited Trustees William J. Moore (con) 
and E u g e n e Schlickman 
(pro), both .of Arlington 
Heights, to discuss the argu­ 
ments for and against the 
Blue Ballot. Both men are 
Republicans. 
The issue will go before Illi­ 
nois voters Nov. 6. It is de­ 
signed to revise Illinois’ 1848 
judicial article. A similar pro­ 
posal was defeated in 1958 be­ 
cause it failed to get the re­ 
quired two-thirds majority of 
all votes cast. 


IN EXPLAINING the issue, 
Schlickman pointed out that the 
present court system is out 


tem. All trials will be at the 
Circuit Court level, with three 
classes of judges handling the 
cases.

INSTEAD, THE Circuit Court 
as a combined body will have 
the right to appoint local mag­ 
istrates to handle the local 
caseload. 
This 
area of 
the 
amendment is still open to in­ 
terpretation and revision. 
“A judge would be nominat­ 
ed by his political party in the 
initial election under the new 
system,” 
said 
Schlickman. 
“After the first term, he would 
run against his record, instead 
of opposing another man. 
“This will make our judges 
free from seeking partisan sup­ 
port, make them more secure 
in office, and provide increas­ 
ed independence in judicial de­ 
cisions.” 
In a d d i t i o n , Schlickman 
said there is corrective legis­ 
lation written into the law if 
it proves unfeasible. The sys­ 
tem can be changed without a 
constitution amendment, sim­ 
ply by a two-third vote of 
both houses of the legislature, 
and a majority vote of the 
people (instead of a two- 
thirds vote of all people voting 
as now required). 
“If we don’t succeed this 
time,” says Schlickman. 
“We 
will shackle ourselves for an­ 
other four years with an out­ 
moded court system. 
“There are those who predict 
a deluge of injustice because of 
the 
tremendous 
backlog 
of 
cases.” 
Moore, who cast a “pass” 
vote when Arlington Heights re­ 
cently adopted a resolution fa­ 
voring approval of the Blue 
Ballot, said his remarks were 
intended 
“not 
to 
turn 
out 
against the Blue Ballot but to 
raise some questions in your 
minds.” 
He called the Judicial amend­ 
ment 
an 
example 
of 
“not 
enough too soon.” 
“My chief criticism of the 
current hard-sell campaign 
for 
this amendment is that it is one 
of 
question-begging, 
specious 
arguments, 
h a I f-truths 
and 
avoidance of reality. 


“THE ENTIRE question 
is 
one of shades, and I am quite 
prepared to concede that much 
in the amendment 
is 
worth­ 
while. 
“When we get down to the 
heart of the matter, the blue 
ballot lies somewhere on the 
continum between totally good, 
and totally bad.” 
Moore said he had two-fold 
objections to the proposal: 
1. As an attorney, he will be 
occupationally affected. 
2. As a partisan Republican 
in suburban Cook County, who 
is in immediate danger of los­ 
ing any semblance of political 
control over the selection of the 
Cook County judiciary. 
Moore, as a lawyer, says he 
does not like the demise of lo­ 
cal police magistrates and jus­ 
tices of the peace as proposed 
in the amendment (they would 
be appointed by Circuit courts). 
He feels recent reorganization 
has 
eliminated 
“non-working 
dead heads.” 
He also dislikes elimination 
of Master in Chancery 
(a 
fact-finding body, 
appointed 
by trial judge to determine 
issues of a case). He feels 
this device, although not used 
in much of the state, is an ex-

tremely useful tool. 
“Furthermore as an attorney, 
it is my distinct belief that the 
amendment fails to strike a 
true blow at the real evil in 
our court system today—the 
overwhelming case backlog. ’ 
Moore feels the amendment 
on the contrary will increase 
the administrative duties of Cie 
judiciary, eliminate the Mas­ 
ters of Chancery and do noth­ 
ing to strike at the true cause 
of the backlog . . . “which is a 
judiciary 
which 
could 
work 
harder 
and 
make more de­ 
mands upon attorneys to be 
prepared when pre-trial confer­ 
ences are called.” 


As a Republican, Moore ob­ 
jects to loss of local courts. He 
feels appointing instead of elect­ 
ing local judges will mean “the 
end of a judiciary in our sub­ 
urban 
area 
immediately re­ 
sponsive to our local elector­ 
ate.” 
Proponents say appointments 
will remove local judges from 
politics. 
“There is no segment of our 
judiciary from the U. S. 
Su­ 
preme Court on down, which is 
removed from politics,” con­ 
tends Moore. 


HE ALSO questions the sys­ 
tem of judges running for re­ 
election on their records after 
initial partisan elections. 
“The truth of the matter is,” 
said Moore, “judges will get in­ 
to office because of their polit­ 
ical record just as they always 
have, and now we won’t be able 
to get rid of them.” 
Moore 
contends 
that 
most 
judges who will be retained un­ 
der 
the 
amendment will 
be 
Democrats. They will have pow­ 
er to appoint the local magis­ 
trates. 


“O L D 
REPUBLICANS 
in 
Cook County judiciary won’t 
fade away — they’ll just dies” 
he said. “And they’ll be 
re­ 
placed by Democrats.” 
He also argued that Mayor 
Daley “will finally get his feet 
into the Republican suburban 
townships’ doors.” 
“Finally, I’d like to make 
this one point,” said Moore. 
“Proponents of the amend - 
ment say we have waited over 
half a century for any change, 
so let’s take one-half c a k e 
now, and be happy. 
“I say, since it is such a dif­ 
ficult proposition to get before 
the public from the legislature, 
why settle for a cake which is 
so 
obviously defective 
in 
as 
many respects as this. Once en­ 
acted, be the amendment good 
or bad, complacency sets in, 
and the issue gets lost. Let’s 
continue to strive for greater 
improvement in this cake be­ 
fore we buy it.” 
Schlickman, in rebuttal, ar­ 
gued that the Master of Chan­ 
cery is not a decision making 
body, and its real value is ques­ 
tionable since the trial judge 
has final authority. 
He pointed out that the blue 
ballot has flexibility in that it 
will be much easier to remove 
incompetent judges from office 
that under the present system. 
Besides this, the backlog can be 
reduced because the legisla 
ture will have the power to in 
crease the number of judges 
needed at any time. 


SCHICKMAN ALSO disagreed 
with Moore’s “locking in of 
judges’ argument because judges 
will run on their record instead 
of against a political opponent. 
“Sure, some judges already in 
office will stay,” said 
Schtick 
man. “But I am more con 
cerned about justice than poll 
tics. I believe that what is good 
for Illinois is good for the Re­ 
publican party.” 
Schlickman pointed out that 
the press and bar associations 
will act as an unofficial check 
and balance system to keep an 
eye on judges running on their 
records. 
Schlickman said he felt the 
administration of justice, t h e 
right to a speedy and quick 
trial, 
were 
m o r e 
important 
than political implications. 
“Gene doesn’t worry about 
the political overtones,” said 
Moore. “ But I do. 
“There is increased difficulty 
in getting a man out of office 
when you can’t put up a better 
man to run against him.

SCHLICKMAN POINTED out 
that if a judge were defeated 
while running on his record, his 
post would remain vacant for 
two years until the next elec­ 
tion. 


“In the meantime,” he said, 
“the Supreme Court could ap­ 
point a retired judge to fill the 
gap until the election if the

It’s evident th a t Village] 
T heatre, Inc. likes challeng­ 
es. T hey opened th e ir sea­ 
son last week w ith Joseph 
Hayes not so mellow-drama 
“The Desperate Hours,” which 
has been comballed, clobbered, j 
and unconsciously burlesqued by, 
a fair share of community drama 
groups in the past few years. 
The play itself leaves a lot 
to be desired as far as catering 
to our TV-dinner-drama society 
is concerned. We’ve seen plenty 
of gangster-growling epics deal­ 
ing with 
gun-happy 
hoodlums 
making their entrance into the 
peaceful lives of 
“typical” (is 
there any such thing?) suburban­ 
ites. 


“THE DESPERATE Hours” 
has all the elements of “I’ve 
seen this one beforeism” and be­ 
cause of this, it dares many a 
dramatic company to present it 
without sinking into the quick­ 
sand of over-acting, over-gesti­ 
culating, and over-hysteria. 
Well, in taking the dare, Vil- 
theatre, 
Inc. 
came 
out 
the 
winner. The Friday night per­ 
formance, marred here and there 
by swallowed lines and over­ 
anxiousness by a few cast mem­ 
bers, which caused certain laps­ 
es of memory, was nevertheless 
a solidly 
directed, 
solidly-pro­ 
duced version of “Hours.” 
(And even the forgetten lines 
were beautifully covered up by 
some timely ad-libbing.) 


PROBABLY THE 
most out­ 
standing acting job of the eve­ 
ning was done by a young man 
named Don Baylor, who, in the 
role of the cobra-like convict 
leader, managed to subdue his 
characterization, 
making Glen 
Griffin seem less like a peni­ 
tentiary Tarzan, and more like 
a sneaking, sneering nVar-insane 
killer. His rapid, yet well-diction- 
ed delivery of lines was some­ 
thing to behold. 
In the role of Dan Hilliard, 
John Grayson made 
the 
part 
more suburbanite 
than 
suboo- 
banite. Homeowner Hilliard is a 
man with a frightening problem. ; 
He’s not a country-to-city com­ 
muter clod with stomach trouble. 
Mr. 
Grayson 
made 
“Father” 
what he should have been. 
As Mrs. Hilliard, Lois Drum 
could have shown more projec­ 
tion of voice. Her portrayal was 
excellent as far as terrified re­ 
action to events about her was 
concerned, but she nevertheless j 
let her delivery drop in volume, 
especially during her scenes in 
the secondary-level bedroom area 
of the set. 


ROBERTA HAWLEY made a 
flashy redhead doll out of tbe 
role of the daughter, and her 
first acting stint with VT was ail 
indication that she has many of 
the 
performance 
talents 
her 
family has already shown. 
David Ullrich as Ralphie show­ 
ed that he was prepared for com­ 
munity drama — all ten years of 
him. He tended to speak a little 
fast — but don’t boys his age do 
that anyway? 
For further dra­ 
matic training, he should concen­ 
trate on projection of his voice. 
He already has a good start in 
the stage presence department. 
The two other convicts, the 
younger brother 
(Don 
Moses) 
and the three-time 
loser 
(Mel 
Holden) added to the dramatics 
of the situation by being exactly 
what they were supposed to be. 


DON’S characterization w a s 
good enough to bring sympathy 
from the audience, and Mel’s con­ 


ception 
of 
the trigger-teasing 
Frobish was funny, 
terrifying, 
funny, then downright brutal. He 
was as good a Frobish as I’ve 
seen in community productions of 
“Hours.” 
The remainder of the cast. was 
a 
credit to 
the drama. 
Red 
Pownall’s 
deputy 
sheriff, 
Pat 
O’Dea’s FBI agent, Al Wilcox’s 
police officer, Joe Crittenden’s 
lieutenant were all people for a 
a change, and not characters out 
of Dick Tracy. 
Randy Moses and Dave Dove 
as Miss Swift and Mr. Patterson 
respectively 
were 
satisfactory, 
although I’m wondering if Dave 
can do anything else besides old 
butlers a n d arthritis-suffering 
garbage men! Leonard Hodera as 
the daughter’s boy friend put in 
a competent first appearance for 
Village Theatre. 


I’VE WRITTEN about 
Dick 
Tyler before. As a director, he 
has been a real asset to the Arl­ 
ington theatre group. But he’s 
proved even more valuable as a 
diagnostician. He seems to know 
what his actors and actresses can 
or can’t do on stage. 
Perhaps this is the result of 
his being Village Theatre’s di­ 
rector-in-state. In any case, his 
handling of “Desperate Hours” 
was 
professional, 
although 
at 


times there was slight evidence 
that he was more concerned with 
outright 
dramatics 
of 
action 
than of word. 
However, “Desperate 
Hours” 
continues to be a director’s night­ 
mare because of the pace that 
must be kept up. All of the in­ 
tensely dramatic elements must 
go forward to one basic climax. 
MR. TYLER made sure there 
were no detours, largely through 
his handling of the swift and time- 
conscious movements of the cur­ 
tain, and his insistence that there 
be no lapse of more than a sec­ 
ond or two between the last line 
of scene “A” and the first line 
of scene “B” etc. — and even 
two seconds can be too long for 
an audience 
which 
has 
been 
stirred up. 
As to the members of the pro­ 
duction 
staff — all 
the 
way 
around, from set design to make­ 
up to effects, they made a good 
account of themselves. Let’s face 
it — they have to. Tile stage is 
big, and there is a lot that can 
go wrong baek-of-the-flats to spoil 
front-of-the-flats action. 
Although I’m convinced that 
VT could have selected a better 
opening gun for their '62-’63 sea­ 
son than 
“Desperate 
Hours,” 
they did show courage and tal­ 
ent in proving that there’s life in 
the old melodrama yet.

Proprietary Hospital 
6Trend9 Is Explained 


I 
“Persons interested in establishing proprietary hospitals for 
monetary gain, or (where physicians primarily are involved) to 
practice medicine outside of the strict rules and regulations of 
the community hospital, have developed a new technique of or­ 
ganization by which the proprietapr hospital is made to appear 
as if it were a voluntary non-profit one. 
“The fact that such a ‘pseudo-voluntary’ type of organization 
may legally qualify, under Illinois law, as a non-profit operation 
makes some of its undesirable possibilities appear somewhat 
sinister.” 
The warning was issued by 
Dr. Karl S. Klicka, executive 
director, Hospital P l a n n i n g 
Council for Metropolitan Chi­ 
cago, at the opening-day lunch­ 
eon of the two-day annual meet­ 
ing last week of the Illinois 
Hospital 
Association 
and 
its 
member Women s Hospital Aux­ 
iliaries at the Hotel Pere Mar­ 
quette, Peoria. 


“THE LEGAL arrangement 
by which such a pseudo-volun­ 
tary organization is established 
is simple enough,” Dr. Klicka 
BEN S E N V I L L E BEATI- said. “A proprietary group buys

or builds a hospital which it 
then leases on a long term basis 
to 
a 
non-profit 
corporation 
which it organizes and controls. 
“In this way the proprietary 
ownership of the hospital is ob­ 
scured by the non-profit operat­ 
ing group and the institution can 
pose in the community as a 
voluntary, 
non-profit type of 
operation.” 
“T h e 
arrangement,” 
Dr. 
Klicka continued, “is made pos­ 
sible under the limited require­ 
ments of the Illinois Not-for- 
Profit Corporation law. Under 
this law any three or more peo­ 
ple can, upon payment of a $10

THE PRINCIPLE qualifying 
requirement is that no part of 
the income from the non-profit 
corporation operation shall be 
distributed to its members, di­ 
rectors or officers. Since the 
profit from a pseudo-voluntary 
hospital, 
h o w e v e r , 
comes 
through the proprietary owner­ 
ship of the facilities rather than 
from the hospital’s non-profit 
operation, 
this 
requirement 
poses no obstacle.” 
Klicka said that psuedo-vol- 
untary hospitals were paying in 
some areas as much as 25 per 
cent of annual gross revenue to 
the leasing corporation in the 
form of “rentals.” 
The speaker said that his 
council has successfully opposed 
formation or construction of 39 
out 
of 
40 
proprietary 
and 
pseudo-voluntary hospital enter­ 
prises in the Chicago area. 


“WHEN DISCUSSING propri­ 
etary hospitals,” Klicka said, 
“the question that is always 
raised is how such a hospital 
can afford to build a proper 
facility and operate at a profit 
while voluntary hospitals have 
traditionally had such a diffi­ 
cult time in making ends meet. 
It is not difficult for a hospital 
to make money if it has no 
sense of public responsibility,” 
he charged. 
“We are talking here,” Dr. 
Klicka added, “about proprie­ 
tary general hospitals and not 
proprietary psychiatric hospi­ 
tals. This problem is concen­ 
trated in the general hospital 
field. There are many very good 
proprietary 
psychiatric 
hospi­ 
tals throughout the country. We 
have a small number of them 
in the Chicago area, some of 
which are very good indeed.” 
As a counteracting move, Dr. 
Klicka called upon hospital ad­ 
ministrators to assume a lead­ 
ership role and auxilians an in­ 
fluencing role 
in 
community 
hospital planning. He charged 
three community groups with 
the responsibility for providing 
good hospital and health facil­ 
ities: 
(I) Civic-minded citizens who 
have a broad sense of responsi­ 
bility for all things of import­ 
ance to their communities; (2) 
physicians who practice medi­ 
cine in these communities; and 
(3) hospital administrators who 
are the professionals employed 
to operate hospitals.

The container of chili powder 
on almost every spice shelf in 
this country might well bear the 
same “ E pluribus unum” which 
appears on our coins. 
“ From many, one.” Chili pow­ 
der is a tantalizing spice blend 
created from a fruit (a chili 
pod); a leaf (oregano); a bulb 
(garlic, and sometimes onion); 
a mineral (salt); and a seed 
(cumin). Other spices such as 
allspice or cloves are often add­ 
ed. 
Chili powder as a spice blend 
is as uniquely American as the 
silver dollar. 
It was invented 
less than a century ago in the 
Southwest. 
The 
“ who-what- 
where-when” of its history is, 
strangely enough, only a guess. 
There is the legend, of course, 
that it was created by an Eng­ 
lishman newly arrived in Tex­ 
as, who was trying to approxi­ 
mate the curry powder he seem­ 
ed unable to buy at the cross­ 
roads store. 
TH ERE'S NO DOUBT, how­ 
ever, that chili powder has long 
ago been accepted as the U.S.A. 
version of the pungent season­ 
ings which enhance most Mexi­ 
can foods. Chili con carne, en­ 
chiladas, and tacos, made 
in 
Mexico, are all flavored with 
chili pods, oregano and cumin. 
Chili powder gives the s a m e 
“ zing,” but in much more con­ 
venient form. 
While 
chili 
powder 
means 
“ chili con carne” to most of us 
from coast to coast, there are 
many more wonderful uses—try 
it in egg dishes, omelets, cot­ 
tage cheese, shellfish and oy­ 
ster cocktail sauces, 
gravies, 
soups and all kinds of casser­ 
oles. 
The test kitchens 
of 
th e 
American Spice Trade Associa­ 
tion share the following recipes 
for savory dishes sparked with 
chili powder.

Because traffic court defend­ 
ants constitute in a very real 
sense a “captive audience,’’ it 
is very likely what they read 
will sink in. The results from 
its use have been most gratify­ 
ing jjvith his court achieveing 
to a greater extent its prevent­ 
ive purpose. 
The Better Government Asso­ 
ciation and the Independent 
Voters of Illinois have endorsed 
Judge Nordberg. He has been 
found qualified by the Chicago 
Bar Association, its highest rat­ 
ing. 
A RESIDENT OF Golf, John 
Nordberg is also a partner in 
the Chicago law firm of Pope, 
Ballard, Uriell, Kennedy, Shep­ 
ard & Fowle, village attorney 
for Glenview and park district 
attorney for Wilmette.

“Out of the 4 cent sal es tax, 
the state keeps only 2 cents! 
The other 2 cents again comes

Mrs. Combs has been selec­ 
ted the outstanding Homemaker 
of the Year from A r l i n g t o n 
Heights in the local search to 
find the “best” representatives 
of suburban homemakers. 
FOUR SEPARATE e n t r y 
blanks were sent in on her be­ 
half — none of the nominators 
knew another had entered Mrs. 
Combs. One letter of nomina­ 
tion was signed by 17 friends; 
one by a woman who signed 
her name Mrs. Roderick C. Mc­ 
Lennan (her friend for 12 years) 
and a third one signed by two 
friends, Mrs. John Ligon and 
Mrs. E. E. Ormsbee. A fourth 
was sent in by Madge Waara, 
whose h u s b a n d and 
Mrs. 
Combs’ husband began their 
teaching c a r e e r s together in 
Arlington Heights in 1950. 
All the letters stressed 
the 
inspiration Mrs. Combs h a s 
been to others, as well as her 
family, in spite of extremely

Crush on the Campus 


Last fall, more than one million stu­ 
dents enrolled in the freshman classes of 
U.S. colleges and universities. By 1964, 
the bumper baby crop of the postwar 
era will have sufficiently matured to en­ 
ter the institutions of higher learning, 
so that by 1970 the campuses across the 
nation will be engulfed; the college en­ 
rollment, now less than four million, will 
have climbed to at least 6.4 million. 
It becomes obvious that the competi­ 
tion to get into one of the nation’s 2,000 
colleges and universities is taking on a 
sharper edge each year. 
Part of the need will he met by the 
growing number of two-year junior 
colleges. About 600 now exist in the 
United States, and it is estimated that 
they will be established at the rate of 
20 per year in the coming decade. 
These colleges will perform three 
main functions: I) educate students who 
later transfer to four-year schools; 2) 
provide terminal training for vocations; 
3) offer adult education and communi­ 
ty cultural activities. 
One out of every four students are 
beginning their higher education today 
at a two-year college; by 1975, the ra­ 
tio is likely to be one in two. 
To meet competitive demands posed 
by the surge to the campus, high schools 
are also elevating their academic stand­ 
ards, teaching techniques of note-taking, 
better study habits and library use. Bet­ 
ter testing and counseling programs are 
also being introduced to guide less-able 
students away from institutions where 
they’ll be beyond their depth and into 
schools better tailored to their abilities 
and needs. 
Large, unwieldy classes will also face 
the indifferent but competent instruc­ 
tion of television screens and teaching 
machines, mechanical self-teaching de­ 
vices such as the one invented by Pro­ 
fessor Frederick Skinner of Harvard in 
which the student turns a crank to a 
question, answers it, and then cranks 


again to arrive at the correct solution. 
5 THe continually rising salaries of fac­ 
ulty members, while still not comparable 
to national business norms, will also in­ 
sure better quality teachers for the class­ 
room of the future. 
The cold war has brought an increas­ 
ed awareness of the educative process, 
but, unfortunately, emphasis has been 
largely on the physical sciences rather 
than social sciences and humanities. Ev­ 
en in this area, the applied sciences re­ 
ceive preference over pure science when 
it comes to acquiring federal grants. 
Dr. Louis T. Benezet, president of 
Colorado College, touched on another 
area of neglect in a recent speech 
when he noted: ^Motivation in college 
has followed too much the dances and 
desires of grading systems. One result 
is that the glib and the dutiful have 
succeeded where the less glib and the 
more individualistic have failed.” 
Benezet also observes; “At entrance 
or soon thereafter, students are present­ 
ed with a college statement of personal 
and intellectual goals to which they 
should aspire. Faculty members have ad­ 
mitted in the past that many students 
were not ready to accept these intellec­ 
tual goals. But it was assumed by the 
faculty that this was the fault of the ad­ 
mission office in not attracting a high- 
enough percentage of truly able students 
tcf whom these goals might readily ap­ 
peal.” 
It appears that there is a need not 
only to provide physical facilities to ac­ 
commodate a growing army of students 
but a need to reevaluate and redefine in­ 
tellectual goals and ethical value sys­ 
tems. 
It appears that institutions of high­ 
er learning must begin to concentrate 
on quality as well as quantity of edu­ 
cation, better methods of teaching, and 
show an awareness of the variety of 
their student body, if “less glib and more 
individualistic” instruction is to be pro­ 
vided. 


Communist Dupes? 


A reader from Bensenville, in a let­ 
ter to the Fence Post this week, equates 
the peace movement in this country with 
Communist aspirations. 
In a blanket accusation, he lumps all 
such individuals and organizations into 
this all-inclusive category. 
He sees all such groups as advocat­ 
ing “total disarmament, reduction of the 
military budget, and the cessation of nu­ 
clear tests.” Such groups have also com­ 
mitted the cardinal sin of denouncing 
“the building of fallout shelters.” 
This is a fallacious and shallow view. 
Most American peace organizations so 
far have urged only partial disarma­ 
ment steps; it is in England where uni­ 
lateral disarmament initiatives are most 
popularly proclaimed. 
Regarding a reduction of the mili­ 
tary budget, Congress has started to re­ 
appraise its attitude toward lubber 
stamping passage of a gigantic defense 
budget. Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
has gone on record as opposing auto­ 
matic acceptance of an arms budget sim­ 
ply because the magic rider, "national 
security,” is attached to it. 
Sen. Everett Dirksen, R-Ill., in an in­ 
terview with Paddock Publications’ edi­ 
tors recently, held out the hope t hat 
Congress in the future will no longer 
take requests “for military spending for 
granted . . .” and that the “fat will be 
cut” from military spending. He further 
expressed the opinion that military 
spending at its present rate is “going 
to crush the people .. 
The Kennedy Administration’s call 
for the construction of private fallout 
shelters was greeted with apathy by the 
general public — not just attacks by 
peace groups — although interest in the 
program was resurrected by the recent

Lally. (Little, Brown, $3.75) 
on the changing fortunes of

LALLY 
BEGINS 
with

proper regard for the impor­ 
tance of the 1960 Presidential 
election. 
Its significance 
is 
located in the fact that 
the 
performance, the security, the 
maturity of American Cathol­ 
icism were finally recognized 
by the larger public. 
Never 
again could the symbolism as­ 
sociated 
with 
the 
nation’s 
highest office be the exclusive 
property of Protestantism or 
its surrounding ethos. The au­ 
thor moves from this event 
to trace the larger context of 
Catholicism in pluralist Amer­ 
ica. 


Throughout the book the au­ 
thor 
wants 
Catholicism 
to 
have its cut of the pie and to 
eat it, too. 
In this tendency 
he shares company with most 
old-line Protestant historians 
who reveal an interest similar 
to his in claiming that at most 
decisive turns in 
American 
history, “We were there.” 


No doubt Catholic historiog­ 
raphy will pass 
through 
a 
generation under the shadow 
of this kind of self-conscious­ 
ness. 
What 
makes 
Lally’s 
concern to credit Catholicism 
with so much of the m a i n 
American achievement a par­ 
adoxical interest is the paral­ 
lel concern to claim for it a 
continuing minority status. 
“ By 1960 
the 
Catholic 
Church in the United States 
had become the largest sin­ 
gle denomination in Amer­ 
ica . . . ” It had done so 
by 1860. 
Which is it, the 
m ajor contributor to Ameri­ 
can life or a minority still 
seeking status? 
If this ambivalence toward 
Catholicism’s past and pres­ 
ent place m ars the argument, 
the future will no doubt be 
different. 
The directness of 
men like Monsignor Lally will 
be chiefly responsible; he ar­ 
gues for a Church that will 
m o v e unselfconsciously in 
American public life. 
As a journalist (editor 
of 
The Pilot) he is a bit over­ 
concerned about “the image” 
of American Catholicism, but 
this fault may well be the re­ 
sult of playing the game of 
public issues on the only avail­ 
able ground rules in the early 
1960s. 
A final chapter on the “edu­ 
cation issue” as a

presents the Catholic bishops 
view. 


LALLY EVADES none 
of 
the difficult issues and clearly 
states Catholic goals though 
he can hardly be expected to 
offer a solution. 
It is good 
to have the Monsignor around.

Heiling Meadows swimming 
pool broke even financially for 
the first season’s operation. 
Park 
board 
commissioners 
heard the report at last Thurs­ 
day night’s meeting with mixed 
feelings of satisfaction and dis­ 
appointment. 
The late opening of the new 
pool, coupled with cold weath­ 
er, 
cut 
expected 
revenue. 
Many early pass purchasers 
demanded refunds when con­ 
struction problems delayed 
the 
opening until July 18. 


COLD, RAINY days were fre­ 
quent, but as the weather im­ 
proved in August, the park 
board decided to keep the pool 
open until Sept. 9. Even with 
the extra week, the season to­ 
talled only 48 days of swimming. 
The cash box had a surplus 
of about $2,000 when the pool 
closed, but this was used up for 
the 
after-season work of pre­ 
paring the pool and bathhouse 
for the winter and adding fin­ 
ishing touches to the pool site. 
Earlier, park officials had 
hoped to net enough to make 
CAR 
INSURANCE 


the first $3,000 installment on 
the lockers, not due until next 
September. 


THE LOCKERS operate on a 
one-cent charge, and when the 
coin boxes were emptied they 
produced $337.75 in pennies. 
Swim pool attendance totalled 
47,039, with the high day Aug. 7, 
when 2,140 swimmers cooled off 
in the pool. 
Most of the swimmers used 
passes. Children used the sea­ 
son passes 36,906 times, and 
adults 3,366. Children’s paid 
daily admissions totalled 6,205 
and adults 562. 


THE LEARN to swim pro­ 
gram was deemed successful, 
with 398 girls and 326 boys en­ 
rolled in tile beginners classes. 
Of these, 169 passed tests to 
move ahead into the advanced 
classes, where 113 were orginally 


enrolled. Of the total in the ad­ 
vanced classes, 137 passed into 
the intermediate group, where 65 
successfully completed the tests. 
The top class was called swim­ 
mers, and 19 passed the tests. 
Of the 31 enrolled in junior 
and senior life saving classes, 
19 completed the course and 
won awards. 
A class for women attracted 
17 novices. The water ballet at­ 
tracted 
girls, and there were 
39 youngsters on the swim team. 


THE BALLET program Sept. 
2 culminated a rigorous train­ 
ing period. Al Hopkins, pool di­ 
rector, has plans for swim team 
competition next season. 
To wind up the statistics that 
tell the pool’s success story, it 
took two tanks of chlorine every 
three days to keep the water 
pure. For the season, the pool 
used 2 million gallons of water.

Less than a week remains 
until Republican State Sen. 
John A. Graham will, by his 
testimony at least, conclude 
a successful campaign for 
re-election. 
The Barrington legislator 
took several steps in the 
closing days of the campaign 
designed to insure his return to 
Springfield, including: 
1. Continuing to drive home 
his campaign-long criticism of 
the Democrat 
Party and its 
“fiscal irresponsibility.” 
2. Reiterating planks in his 
“economy-oriented” platform. 
3. USING direct-mall tech­ 
niques to reach voters in at 
least one village in the 3rd Sen­ 
atorial District, which encom­ 
passes the townships of Bar­ 
rington, Palatine, Schaumburg 
and Hanover. 
4. Advertising ( h e a d l i n e : 
“For Democrats Only” ) his oft-

Kennedy Hopes to 
Help Technology 


John A. Kennedy, Democrat­ 
ic candidate for representative 
from 
the 
13th Congressional 
District, expects to contribute 
much to the nation’s efforts in 
the race for supremacy in the 
field of technology through his 
knowledge of electronics.

Bennett said industry is on 
the move to modernize and ex­ 
pand and What Chicago and its 
metropolitan area should take 
advantage of this trend by plan­ 
ning for the future. 


“PLANNING is the key to at­ 
tracting industry to any given 
area.” he pointed out. “Every 
firm needs certain hasid things 
as far as plant location is con­ 
cerned. 
“Accessibility to transporta­ 
tion, proximity to an expanding 
labor market, sufficient land to 
construct modern

and

“Once an 
area is zoned, the village can-, 
not stop a permitted use,” he 
noted. 
Trustee Gene Keith told the 
residents that “a lot of people 
in the village want a bowling 
alley.” 
“Some people have to be put 
out for the benefit of the whole 
village,” he said. 


A lady complained that Cen­ 
tex officials had led her to be­ 
lieve that the area south of the 
present shopping center would 
one day contain further shop­ 
ping facilities.

TRUSTEES mentioned t h a t 
the concern might be willing to 
put up a fence at the back of its 
property to separate the alley 
from the residential section.

The build­ 
ing, covering 40,000 square feet, 
will include 40 bowling alleys, a 
billiard room,

fairyland nursery, a restaurant, 
and cocktail lounge.

In a d d i t i o n , Schlickman 
said there is corrective legis­ 
lation written into the law if 
it proves unfeasible. The sys­ 
tem can be changed without a 
constitution amendment, sim­ 
ply by a two-third 
vote of 
beth houses of the legislature, 
and a majority vote of the 
people (instead of 
a two- 
thirds vote of all people voting 
as now required). 
“If we don’t succeed this 
time,” says Schlickman. 
“We 
will shackle ourselves for an­ 
other four years with an out­ 
moded court system. 
“There are those who predict 
a deluge of injustice because of 
the

cases.” 
Moore, who cast a “pass” 
vote when Arlington Heights re­ 
cently adopted a resolution fa­ 
voring approval of the Blue 
Ballot, said his remarks were 
intended 
“not 
to

against the Blue Ballot but to 
raise some questions in your 
minds.” 
He called the Judicial amend­ 
ment 
an 
example 
of

enough too soon.” 
“My chief criticism of the 
current hard-sell campaign 
for 
this amendment is that it is one 
of 
question-begging, 
specious 
arguments, 
h a I f-truths 
and 
avoidance of reality. 


“THE ENTIRE question 
is 
one of shades, and I am quite 
prepared to concede that much 
in the amendment 
is 
worth­ 
while. 
“When we get down to the 
heart of the matter, the blue 
ballot lies somewhere on the 
continum between totally good, 
and totally bad.” 
Moore said he had two-fold 
objections to the proposal: 
1. As an attorney, he will be 
occupationally affected. 
2. As a partisan Republican 
in suburban Cook County, who 
is in immediate danger of los­ 
ing any semblance of political 
control over the selection of the 
Cook County judiciary. 
Moore, as a lawyer, says he 
does not like the demise of lo­ 
cal police magistrates and jus­ 
tices of the peace as proposed 
in the amendment (they would 
be appointed by Circuit courts).

“Furthermore as an attorney, 
it is my distinct belief that the 
amendment fails to strike a 
true blow at the real evil in 
our court system today—the 
overwhelming case backlog.” 
Moore feels the amendment 
on the contrary will increase 
the administrative duties of the 
judiciary, eliminate the Mas­ 
ters of Chancery and do noth­ 
ing to strike at the true cause 
of the backlog . . . “which is a 
judiciary

and

mands upon attorneys to be 
prepared when pre-trial confer­ 
ences are called.” 


As a Republican, Moore ob­ 
jects to loss of local courts. He 
feels appointing in stead ^ elect­ 
ing local judges will mean “the 
end of a judiciary in our sub­ 
urban 
area 
immediately 
re­ 
sponsive to our local elector­ 
ate.” 
Proponents say appointments 
will remove local judges from 
politics. 
“There is no segment of our 
judiciary from the U. S. 
Su-1 
preme Court on down, which is 
removed from politics,” con­ 
tends Moore. 


HE ALSO questions the sys­ 
tem of judges running for re­ 
election on their records after 
initial partisan elections. 
“The truth of the matter Is,” 
said Moore, “judges will get in­ 
to office because of their polit­ 
ical record just as they always 
have, and now we won’t be able 
to get rid of them.” 
Moore 
contends 
that 
most 
judges who will be retained un­ 
der 
the 
amendment will 
be 
Democrats. They will have pow­ 
er to appoint the local magis­ 
trates. 


“O L D 
REPUBLICANS 
in 
Cook County 
judiciary won’t 
fade away — they’ll just die,” 
he said. “And they’ll be 
re­ 
placed by Democrats,” 
He also argued that Mayor 
Daley “will finally get his feet 
into the Republican suburban 
townships’ doors.” 
“Finally, I’d like to make 
this one point,” said Moore. 
“Proponents of the amend - 
ment say we have waited over 
half a century for any change, 
so let’s take one-half c a k e 
now, and be happy. 
“I say, since it is such a dif­ 
ficult proposition to get before 
the public from the legislature, 
why settle for a cake which is 
so 
obviously defective 
in 
as 
many respects as this. Once en 
acted, be the amendment good 
or bad, complacency sets in, 
and the issue gets lost. Let’s 
continue to strive for greater 
improvement in this cake be 
fore we buy it.” 
Schlickman, in rebuttal, ar­ 
gued that the Master of Chan 
eery is not a decision making 
body, and its real value is ques 
tionable since the trial judge 
has final authority. 
He pointed out that the blue 
ballot has flexibility in that it 
will be much easier to remove 
incompetent judges from office 
that under the present system. 
Besides this, the backlog can be 
reduced 
because the legisla­ 
ture will have the power to in­ 
crease the number of judges 
needed at any time. 


SCHICKMAN ALSO disagreed 
with Moore’s “locking in of 
judges’ argument because judges 
will run on their record insteac 
of against a political opponent. 
“Sure, some judges already in 
office will stay,” said 
Schtick 
man. 
“But 
I am more con­ 
cerned about justice than poli­ 
tics. I believe that what is good 
for Illinois is good for the Re­ 
publican party.” 
Schlickman pointed out that 
the press and bar associations 
will act as an unofficial check 
and balance system to keep an 
eye on judges running on their 
records. 
Schlickman said he felt the 
administration of justice, t h e 
right to a speedy and quick 
trial, 
were 
m o r e 
important 
than political implications. 
“Gene doesn’t worry about 
the political overtones,” said 
Moore. “But I do. 
“There is increased difficulty 
in getting a man out of office 
when you can’t put up a better 
man to run against him. 
“The power of the press has 


been riding Daley for years and 
he just laughs at them. 


“What we need is to get these 
judges to work longer hours, 
and have them get the attor­ 
neys to be prepared for these 
trials.” 


SCHLICKMAN POINTED out 
that if a judge were defeated 
while running on his record, his 
post would remain vacant for 
two years until the next elec­ 
tion. 


“ In the meantime,” he said, 
“the Supreme Court could ap­ 
point a retired judge to fill the 
gap until the election if the 
caseload 
warranted

group is state legislation 
which would permit creation of 
refuse

cipalities along this line will be 
the 
major 
subject 
for 
dis­ 
cussion at the meeting of the 
Illinois M u n i c i p a l League 
Wednesday at a meeting in the 
Americana Inn, 
Des 
Plaines. 
The 17-village study group has 
been urged to get Municipal 
League backing and to work 
for state-wide support for pro­ 
posed legislation. 
At the Tuesday night Mount 
Prospect village board meet­ 
ing, Village Engineer Bernard 
Hemmeter was named as an 
alternate delegate to the refuse 
study group. This is in 
line 
with the suggestion of the North 
S u b u r b a n Refuse Disposal 
Council, as the group has been 
named, to make available a 
trained engineer or technician 
as an alternate delegate from 
each participating municipality. 
Bruhl stressed the major aim 
of the Council 
is 
long-range 
study and 
planning 
and 
the 
council is not 
attempting to 
change locaL refuse disposal ar­ 
rangements. He noted that the 
study of the council will in­ 
clude both municipal and pri­ 
vate operations and financing 
such group actions. Actual type 
of disposal operations is not a 
subject for study at this time, 
he indicated.

The vote on the south side of 
the village (south of the Chica­ 
go and North Western Railway 
tracks) at Lincoln School was 
an overwhelming 549 for ap­ 
proval with only 32 opposed. 


A T C E N T R A L School on the 
north side of the village the 
vote was a close 255 in favor 
and 229 opposed. 
The bond issue was designat­ 
ed for an addition to the West­ 
brook School on the south side. 
The eight-classroom, multi-pur­ 
pose room 
enlargement was 
slated to relieve overcrowding 
at WTestbrook and other south 
side schools. 
On the north side the new 14- 
room Gregory School on Rand 
Road is under construction — 
the most expensive school in 
the Mount Prospect District 57 
history due to condemnation 
proceedings. Final price for the 
land alone, not including legal 
costs, was $280,000 plus interest. 
School Superintendent L. R. 
Murphy stated specifications for 
the school addition at West­ 
brook should be ready to go out 
for bid in December.

Bill Pritz, head of the Regu­ 
lar Township Democratic Or­ 
ganization, explained that “the 
feeling is that people move into 
the suburbs from the city, lean 
on a power lawnmower, and 
turn Republican.'' 
“We have to let these people 
know we are here,” he said. 
“We are reaching the people 
early that come out to the sub­ 
urbs, and encouraging them to 
remain Democrats. If we can 
make them realize there are 
Democrats out here, half the 
battle is won.” 
“I FEEL that many people

PRITZ SAID he felt he could 
confidentially predict that the 
vote of the two parties in the 
township would be closer Tues­ 
day than in other previous elec­ 
tions.

“PEOPLE IN the suburbs, 
with their education and be­ 
cause they own their homes, 
have little reason to fall for the 
pie in the sky, utopian type ap­ 
peal which the Democratic par­ 
ty supports,” Hansen said.

Melvin began to write poetry 
after she was graduated from 
college, though she has had no 
formal training in writing. The 
vibrant, crinkly-faced teacher is 
working on f book which will 
give easy ways to teach young­ 
sters arithmetic.

The plat presented by F & S 
does not include a school site. 
F & S vice president Lowell 
Siff said his company was fully 
aware of their responsibility to 
the community and that they in­ 
tended to donate to the school 
district on the same 
basis as 
has been accomplished in the 
past. 


HE ALSO POINTED out that 
there is no legal requirement 
that the company do so. 
School superintendent Robert 
Flum, who attended the meet­ 
ing as well as almost the entire 
school board, said that F & S 
has “lived up to every commit­ 
ment they have made to the 
school district, and they have 
certainly done a lot for us. 
“Possibly 
more 
than 
any 
builder has done for any school 
district,” Flum continued, “but 
we are still very concerned, as 
we foresee the future time when 
there may be homes on 6,500 
acre lots as there now are in 
some communities” not too far 
distant from school district 54. 


THE PRESENT petition would 
permit construction of homes on 
9,250 square foot lots. 
The legal minimum is 10,000 
square feet, except in some spe­ 
cial cases where the zoning 
board 
has 
permitted 
cluster 
zoning on smaller lots, providing 
that the maximum legal density 
limit was not exceeded. 
Siff said the request was be­ 
ing made for economic reasons. 
He said that the “farmers in 
Schaumburg Township are the 
best bargainers in the world,” 
and that the cost of the 41 acre 
parcel was considerably higher 
than the cost of land most re­ 
cently developed in the 
High­ 
lands area of the village. 


WHEN ASKED whether other 
builders were not faced with 
the same problem of increasing 
land costs Siff said some were, 
but that the major F & S com­ 
petition had purchased sizable 
tracts of land in the 1950’s which 
were still available to them for 


future building. 
He said that it was not a 
matter of lack of foresight that 
F & S did not do the same, 
but that finances and other mat­ 
ters precluded mass land pur­ 
chases. 
Siff was also asked whether 
future land cost increases would 
not result in his petitioning the 
zoning board for further increas­ 
es in density. 
HE SAID THIS should not oc­ 
cur because they purchased 250 
acres in 1957 at more competi­ 
tive prices, which they should 
be able to develop in the fu­ 
ture. This land, Siff said, would 
meet 
their 
building 
require­ 
ments for approximately three 
years, and the lower raw land 


cost should enable F & S to 
build according to existing zon­ 
ing requirements and still re­ 
main competitive. 
Siff said his company was not 
now prepared to develop this 
lower cost land for technical 
and engineering reasons, but 
that he believed these prob­ 
lems would be resolved in time 
for development of the parcel 
in the relatively near future. 
The school district 54 board 
of education is scheduled to 
review the plat and zoning re­ 
quest at this evening’s board 
meeting. 
Their findings and 
suggestions will be presented to 
the zoning board at a future 
special meeting not yet schedul­ 
ed.

Two of the new rulings are 
mandatory—two

THE TWO mandatory stand­ 
ards are: 
Pieces less than 3 inches in 
width (height) or 4Vs inches in 
length will not be mailable. 
Pieces having shapes other 
than rectangular 
(4 right an­ 
gles) will be non-mailable. 
The two recommended stand­ 
ards are:

Yet a pamphlet released by the civil and defense mobiliza­ 


tion office states a nuclear explosion many miles away will 
start dozens of fires. 
Will the children have homes to go to. 
We think this might be the time to stop and evaluate 
the civil defense program and its effectiveness. 
How is the county system going to function? 
Is the civil defense director of the county-the man who 
will be ultimate authority in time of emergency-adequate

Ticket-by-Mail Plan 
Is Commuter Success 


More than 5.000 North West­ 
ern railroad commuters 
have 
subscribed to the railroad's lat­ 
est service innovation—an au­ 
tomatic 
ticket-by-mail 
plan— 
notwithstanding a c o m p l e t e 
shutdown of suburban service 
for more than a month due to 
the recent strike. 


This was disclosed last week 
by F. V. Koval, C&NW’s direc­ 
tor of commuter services, who 
said that 5,200 charter subscrib­ 
ers to the plan are receiving 
their commutation tickets for 
the month of November this 
week. In the meantime, appli­ 
cations for 
“membership” 
in 
the plan continue to be received 
by the railroad at the rate of 
50 to IOO a day. 


UNDER THE PLAN, month­ 
ly “flash” tickets are mailed 
out automatically about the 25th 
of each month either to the 
commuter’s home or office. The 
ticket is good for the subse­ 
quent 
month. 
Accompanying 
the ticket is a billing statement 
which 
the 
commuter 
mails 


back to the railroad with his 
pay ment by check or money or­ 
der. However, the commuter is 
allowed until the 10th of the 
month for which the ticket ap­ 
plies to mail in his payment, 
thus receiving IO days credit. 
“Even though the plan has 
been just placed into effect, 
said Koval, “it has resulted in 
one of the largest committer 
clubs of its kind in the country. 
The system of buying now and 
paying later is a long estab­ 
lished practice in most other 
types of businesses. What we 
are doing under the ticket-by- 
mail plan is applying these 
same 
modern 
merchandising 
techniques 
to 
our suburban 
service.” 


FOH THOSE WHO subscribe 
to the plan, the traditional an­ 
noyance of frantic first-of-the- 
month rush for tickets and 
standing in long ticket lines be­ 
comes a thing of the past. “A 
subscriber 
even escapes 
the 
problem of forgetting to pur­ 


chase his monthly ticket in 
time because each month we 
remember 
for 
him, 
said 
Koval. 
He explained that the new 
plan also offers flexibility to the 
changing needs of commuters. 
When a commuter receives his 
monthly ticket via the mails, 
he may indicate on the billing 
statement if he does not need 
a ticket for the next month. In 
the absence of such instruction 
from the subscriber, the rail­ 
road automatically sends him 
his ticket on or about the 25th 
of each month for use the fol­ 
lowing month. 
“For the commuter using this 
new plan," said Koval, “pay­ 
ment of his suburban service is 
done very much in the manner 
that he pays his gas, light and 
water bills, with the extra com­ 
muter convenience of IO days 
credit.”

Ruling Rendered 


SPRINGFIELD, (UPD — Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William G. Clark rul­ 
ed last week that judges of an 
election have no power to refuse 
a challenged voter the right to 
cast his ballot after he has fur­ 
nished affidvaits required by the 
statutes. 
Clark’s ruling came at the re­ 
quest of Macon County State s 
Atty. Basil G. Greanias. 
Clark said the ruling applied 
to the voter who has received his 
ballot and whose right to vote 
then is challenged. 
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IN ANOTHER ruling on voting, 
Clark held, a person who is con­ 
fined in the county jail or at the

Police Training Program 
Report Made to Trustees 


A report on the Elk Grove 
Village police training program 
was given to trustees at Thurs­ 
day’s board meeting. Ralston D. 
Malonek, chairman of the train­ 
ing program, prepared the re­ 
port. 
It follows: For the past four­ 
teen months the Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage Police Department has its 
own police training program. 
The police department of Elk 
Grove Village is proud to state 
that it is one of a very few 
small police departments in the 
nation that can boast of their 
own training program. 
The 
idea for this Training 
Grogram was conceived in July 
1961 by 
Police Commissioner 
Ralston D. Malonek. The idea 
was brought to the attention of 
the Public Safety Committee 
and the Training Program was 
subsequently approved by the 
Village Board in August, 1961, 
and Malonek, a law trained, for­ 
mer F BT. Agent, was named 
chairman of the Police Train­ 
ing Program. 
The Police Officers receive 
approximately five hours o f 
classroom lectures or field work 
per month, wherein they are 


schooled on how to investigate 
criminal cases. In addition to 
this each officer is periodically 
schooled in the theory and prac­ 
tice of the use of firearms. 
Some of the lectures have 
dealt with searches and seiz­ 
ures, the polygraph, preserva­ 
tion of evidence, report writ­ 
ing, 
investgiation 
techniques, 
ures, the revised Illinois Code, 
testifying, 
courtroom 
proced- 
confessions, 
statements, 
tech- 
nological 
investigations, 
stolen 
automobiles, fingerprinting, no­ 
menclature and safety in fire­ 
arms, burglaries and robberies 
in progress, techniques of ar­ 
rest, judo, karrate, disarming 
techniques, and others. 
The moot 
criminal 
cases 
which have been investigated 
under the Police Training Pro­ 
gram have been cases of mur­ 
der, kidnapping, robbery 
and 
burglary. These moot cases en­

ICC Towing 
Statement 


ICC Towing Statement 
2 48 BOLD 
Following is full text of the Illinois Commerce Commission 
clarification of the Motor Carrier of Property Act as it applies to 
tow’ truck operators. 
The statement was released early this week by the ICC office 
in Chicago. 
IT STATES: 
There have been repeated inquiries as to the interpretation of 
Section 3(f) and Section 3(h) of the Motor Carrier of Property 
Act, particularly as they apply to tow truck operators. These sub- 
paragraphs provide that the Act shall not apply to: 
"(f) The reciprocal, casual or occasional transportation tor­ 
ii ire of property by any person who is regularly engaged in 
business other than the business of transporting property of 
others for hire.” 
“ (h) Motor vehicle transportation of property bv any per­ 
son incident to or in furtherance of any private commercial 
enterprise of such person other than the business of trans­ 
porting property of others for-hire.” 
In our opinion there is little room for disagreement as to the 
meaning of the operative words, “reciprocal, casual or occasion­ 
al,” used in subparagraph ff). 
Greater difficulty arises in attempting to interpret whether 
particular for-hire carriage is "incident to or in furtherance of” 
the principal business of the carrier. 
In attempting to establish workable standards, we believe 
that the following analysis of the Motor Carrier of Property Act, 
expressed in Elgin Storage & Transfer Co. v. Perrine, 2 111. 2d. 
28, 34, should be kept in mind: 
"Without detailing all of the specific provisions of the statute 
under consideration, it may be said, in general, that the Illi­ 
nois Motor Carrier of Property Act. establishes a plan for the 
regulation of motor carriers of property for hire similar to 
the regulation of public utilities under the Illinois Public 
Utilities Act. (III. Rev. Stat. 1953, chap. 111-2/3, pars. 1-95.) 
It is thus seen that the basic scheme of the legislature is the 
granting of limited monopoly privileges to motor carriers of 
property for hire (by certificates, permits and registrations) 
with the con-current imposition of regulation of service and 
rates. An analysis of the act shows that it is not the regulation 
of motor vehicles as such, but that it is ‘the business of the 
transportation of property for-hire by motor vehicle’ which 
is to be supervised and regulated. It is, therefore, with the 
expressed legislative purpose and design in mind that the 
exemptions in Section 3 must be read.” 
Mindful then that regulation of the business of transportation 
is the basic purpose of the Act so that any exemption there-from 
should be strictly construed, it is our opinion that subparagraph 
(h) should be applicable only where the for-hire carriage bears a 
direct relationship or directly contributes to the maintenance of 
the principal business of the person engaged in such carriage. 
Therefore, except for emergency towing , the towing of a 
disabled motor vehicle can only be considered incident to or in 
furtherance of a gas station operator’s business if such person 
also operates a business for the repair of such vehicles. Con­ 
versely, if the carrier operates a service station only — that is, 
if he merely sells gasoline, oil, etc., washes and greases cars, 
etc., towing of a disabled motor vehicle by him would not be 
incident to or in furtherance of that business. In fact, the main­ 
tenance and or operation of a tow truck * by such a person 
would, in our opinion, create a presumption that he was in the 
tow’ truck business. Generally, then, such person would need 
authority from the Commission. 
However, in the latter case, (ie. where the carrier operates 
a service station only) operating authority would not be required 
when such towing is casual, occasional or reciprocal, as designat­ 
ed in Section 3(f). 
a. The essential element in difinition of the words “casual” 
and “occasional’’ is absence of design or regularity. Thus, a 
sen ice which is planned or solicited, or which occurs with some 
degree of frequency, cannot be casual or occasional. 
b. The essential element in definition of the word “reciprocal” 
is the doing of an act in return for something done to or for the 
doer. 
Applied to the context here, “reciprocal” would relate to car­ 
riage undertaken in return for like carriage previously rendered 
to the carrier. (Of course, this definition would not enable tow 
service station operators to avoid the requirement of obtaining 
authority by repeatedly exchanging tow’s.) 
Summarizing, the towing of disabled motor vehicles is sub­ 
ject to regulation of this Commission unless: 
1. It is emergency towing as described in General Order No. 
2 and herein. 
2. It is reciprocal •— that is. the return of a previous like tow. 
3. It is casual or occasional — that is, does not occur fre­ 
quently and is not planned or solicited. 
4. It is done by an individual who operates, either separate­ 
ly or in conjunction with a gasoline service station business, a 
business equipped to repair such vehicles. 
* General Order No. 2 provides that .all emergency towing of 
disabled motor vehicles shall be considered exempt from reg­ 
ulation. While the term “emergency” is not specifically defin­ 
ed in that General Order, it is our opinion that the sense of 
the order requires that the emergency towing be limited to 
that towing necessary to clear a highway or otherwise re­ 
move a traffic hazard. 
** A jeep or pick-up truck, which is not equipped to hoist and 
transport disabled vehicles, is excluded from the definition 
of the words “tow truck” as used herein. Thus, a gas station 
operator using such a vehicle to start passenger automobiles 
or to push or pull them to his service station for gas, tire 
repair, etc., would not require authority therefor from the 
Commission.

“A frightened public, which never whistled a care 
for civil defense, would rack fear-frozen minds, attempt­ 
ing to recall CD instructions they may have read or 
heard.” 
This is a quote from a feature article by this news­ 
paper a year ago. The article carried a headline, “Civil 
Defense Stymied by Confu­ 
sion.” A sub-caption captur­ 
ed the nub of the story: 
“C h a o s , P a n i c R e a l 
Threat.’* 
The analytical look at civil 
defense then was prompted by 
Cold War tensions in Europe 
and speeches by members of 
the newly elected Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration. 
Now, the Cuban crisis has 
again made the American pub­ 
lic aware that nuclear warfare, 
missiles, radioactivity and all 
the other horrors of war, like 
disease, know no boundaries. 
The prospect of involvement 
in a “hot” war again caused 
the public to look for assistance 
from its civil defense leaders. 


REACTIONS TO Cuban-crisis 
tension in the northwest sub­ 
urban area varied from alarm 
to acceptance. 
In Elk Grove Village, for ex­ 
ample police received “a mod­ 
erate amount” of telephone in­ 
quiries 
about 
civil 
defense, 
which were referred to the civil 
defense director. In Palatine, 
according to police, only a few 
inquiries were made to police.

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Daley Are Attacked

A staunch Republican campaigner but not a candidate for 
office, Charles H. Percy directed most of his partisan barrage 
against the Kennedy administration as he addressed the Itasca 
Republican Women’s Club Tuesday. 
“I would applaud the President’s action,” Percy said, re­ 
ferring to the recent quarantine of Cuba, “but we will rue the 
day that we didn’t invade Cu- 
months previous to the quaran­ 
tine. 
He said it was not “beyond 
comprehension” 
that Khrush­ 
chev actually threw a chance to 
Kennedy to “come wit a hero.” 
“It is not beyond belief,” he 
added, “that he (Khrushchev) 
wants as few problems as pos­ 
sible in Congress.” He said the 
Russian premier “knows that 
more men like Coldwater would 
be bad for Russia.” 
Percy 
said 
he 
had 
met 
Khrushchev personally and con­ 
sidered him “extremely intelli­ 
gent” and “crafty.” 
CURRENT STATUS of the 
Cuban situation, Percy said, will 
help Sen. Everett M. Dirksen 
but hurt local level Republican 
candidates, “focusing attention 
away from the campaigns.” 
“He (Kennedy) can afford to 
help a few to gain thousands,” 
asserted Percy. 
Percy’s contact with the elite 
of the country’s Republican par­ 
ty was revealed by a question 
from the audience. 
Asked his opinion on “the ad- 


ba.” 
Percy gave little credence to 
the “cold” that took Kennedy 
off the Democratic campaign 
trail to return to Washington 
immediately preceding the Cu­ 
ba decision. 
His cold, Percy charged, was 
a result of what he heard from 
the people during his campaign. 
What Kennedy heard, accord­ 
ing to Perky, was this: “We 
will not tolerate softness in re­ 
spect to communism in this 
hemisphere.” 
THE BELL and Howell Co. 
executive labeled the current 
Cuba negotiations an “appar­ 
ent” victory, a d d i n g that 
Khrushchev is the one who has 
gained “immeasurably.” 
“We have not said once,” 
Percy challenged, “that there 
must not be any communist in­ 
filtration in Latin America.” 
“That step,” he said, “must 
be taken soon. We’re a long 
way from a victory.” 
Percy carried his attack on 
to Kennedy’s “mishandling” of 
the Cuban

in

ministration’s failure to provide 
air power to cover the invasion 
of Cuba by anti-Castro forces 
in the Bay of Pigs,” Percy re­ 
ferred to discussions with both 
former president Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Richard Nixon. 
Percy stated he had “just left 
Eisenhower” and had “phoned 
Dick Nixon” on that historic 
19th of April. 
He later spoke to Allan Dul­ 
les, at that time head of the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency. 
Percy intimated that Dulles re­ 
flected Percy’s own opinion that 
lack of support by the U.S. was 
“unthinkable.” 


PERCY SAID, “This part is 
off the record,” but he didn’t 
clarify just which of his re­ 
marks he considered “off-rec­ 
ord” material. 
The possible 1964 gubernator­ 
ial candidate did not stop with 
national politics. Percy leveled 
off at Chicago and Mayor Rich­ 
ard E. Daley. He called the Da­ 
ley organization “a paid army 
of 27,000 workers whose jobs de­ 
pend on their delivering bodies 
to the polls.”

TEN DOCTORS are members 
of the Physicians Flying Corps 
and have planes based nearby, 
ready to bring in supplies or to 
fly emergency equipment and 
supplies to disaster areas else­ 
where. 
Dr. Klinghoffer said that al­ 
though the Elmhurst program 


has not been called upon to 
handle any serious emergencies, 
he is confident that the hospital, 
community, civil defense, police 
and fire departments and pub­ 
lic utilities can be drawn quick­ 
ly into a smooth inning organi­ 
zation, 
broad 
and 
flexible 
enough to meet a variety of dis­ 
aster situations. 


WITHIN 
30 MINUTES, he 
said, the hospital and its staff 
of physicians and employees 
can be prepared to handle expe­ 
ditiously upwards of IOO cas­ 
ualties. 


At York High School, about 
a mile away, similar activity 
during the same time period 
can produce a 200-bed emer­ 
gency hospital complete with 
operating room, x-ray equip­ 
ment and treatment, ready to 
function as an adjunct to the 
Memorial Hospital facilities. 
The efficiency of the Elmhurst 
program has won the attention 
of Civil Defense and other dis­ 
aster emergency groups else­ 
where, Dr. Kinghoffer comment­ 
ed. 


MANY OF THE details work­ 
ed out at Memorial Hospital 
have been adopted by hospitals 
in other parts of the country. 
“We are proud of our disas­ 
ter planning accomplishments,“ 
he said, “and at the same time 
we realize we are far from 
having the ideal plan.

Itasca’s objections to DuPage 
County purchase of a sewage 
plant at Route 53 and L a k e 
Street were tagged lacking vali­ 
dity by Plant Owner Bill Smeja. 
The plant does not deposit raw 
sewage into Spring Brook Creek 
as was alleged by Itasca offi­ 
cials, declared Smeja. The own­ 
er said he possesses proof in the 
form of letters and analysis re­ 
ports from the state of Illinois 
and 
county 
health 
officials. 
These reports show that the 
plant does not deposit raw efflu­ 
ent in the creek, Smeja said. 
Smeja pointed out that Nor­ 
dic 
Country 
Club, 
Medinah 
Country Club, Joseph Krass’ 
Suncrest Highlands subdivision, 
and the village of Roselle all 
dump effluent in the creek. 
SMEJA ALSO vehemently ob­ 
jected to Itasca Trustee Will 
Nottke’s recent statement 
in 
which he said the county should 
have run an interceptor sewer 
from Nordic Park to Itasca, thus 
eliminating a plant. Two years 
of negotiation with the village 
failed to produce any agreement 
so that Itasca could provide Nor­ 
dic Park with water and sewer 
facilities, according to Smeja. 
“Failure of the 1955 negotia­ 
tions forced us to build a sew­ 
age plant since we didn’t want 


a slum-crumb area with septic 
ti ks,” asserted Smeja. 
“We 
wanted our housing project to 
be respectable,” he said. 
Itasca now professes eager­ 
ness to annex all property it 
can get but it remains unwilling 
to support its plan, complained 
Smeja. He added that he owned 
25 acres adjacent lo the village 
which he had sought to annex 
to Itasca. Itasca required things 
like sidewalks and streetlights 
in an area where there were no 
such things, explained Smeja. 
“We sold the property after we 
had to abandon development be­ 
cause of the unrealistic attitude 
of Itasca,” he pointed out. 
DuPAGE COUNTY will 
re­ 
cover its investment of $66,750 
purchase price for the plant, 
argued Smeja. Property owners 
will pay a tap-on fee to the 
county to amortize the purchase 
explained the plant owner. 
In the county plan to negoti­ 
ate the purchase of the Itasca, 
Addison, 
and 
Bensen V i l l e 
plants for a figure of about 
$750,000 the county will receive 
no income but the monthly wa­ 
ter and sewer fees, Smeja said. 
The Smeja plant has the ca­ 
pacity to serve 1,200 people and 
the plant is expandable, accord­ 


ing to Smeja. 
Nordic Park residents w ho 
pay lower rates for water than 
many surrounding communities 
would not want to be annexed 
to Itasca or Addison, it was 
pointed out. 
Itasca would have nothing to 
offer 
the 
community 
since 
Bloomingdale provides it with 
fire protection; the county po­ 
lice give it proper surveillance, 
and the expressway will cut 
Itasca off from the west, sug­ 
gested an official.

How many people will vote 
in DuPage County, Nov 6? 
The question was posed at a 
meeting of candidates with re­ 
porters. 
Alex Clark answered for the 
Democrats: 
“84,000 
and 
the 
Democrats will win.” 
Lucinda Wanner, the Repub­ 
lican county chairwoman (and 
Clark’s neighbor in Glen Ellyn) 
spoke for the GOP: “II there 
are only 84,000 voters, I think 
you might win. I expect the 
number will be between ninety 
and a hundred thousand.” 


THE FORECASTS are sub­ 
ject to question. 
There were 83,945 votes in the 
1958 election in DuPage County, 
a mere 55 votes below the Clark 
prediction for 1962. 
As a generality, the Republi­ 
cans got 53,000 of those votes, 
and the Democrats 29,000. 
A person needs a lot of im­ 
agination to conjure a circum­ 
stance under which 12,000 Du­ 
Page County voters would de­ 
fect from the Republicans to the 
Democrats. 
That would be needed for a 
Democratic victory with 84,000 
votes Tuesday. 
It is true that the 1958 vote 
looked mighty good to the Dem­ 
ocrats. 


IT WAS their best showing 
since the 1930’s, when a few 
surprised 
Democrats 
w e r e 
elected 
Republican 
majorities 
had 
ranged up to 3 to I in the late 
’40’s, carrying over into the 1S50 
off-year election.

Warns About 
Toys’ Paint

In a§re!ease Wednesday, Dr 
Charles A. Lang, director of the 
DuPage County Health Depart­ 
ment, urged parents to use lead 
free paints on children’s toys. 
Children, especially younger 
children, will mouth and chew 
on toys. 
If these toys have been paint­ 
ed with a lead-based paint, or 
a paint containing even 2 to 3 
per cent lead, swallowing paint 
particles can result in fatal lead 
poisoning. 
“Most modern paints do not 
contain lead,” the health officer 
continued, 
“but 
many 
older 
paints do, and it is the lead in 
these paints which is danger­ 
ous to children.” 


“ONE OTHER aspect of lead 
poisoning is children who nibble 
or chew on paint chips from 
cracked and peeling paint,” he 
continued. “Many of the older 
homes in DuPage County were 
painted 
with 
lead-containi n g 
paints. This paint is also a po­ 
tential hazard.” 
“The simple precaution o f 
checking the label of the paint 
container, and using only lead­ 
free paints, can help avoid the 
danger of lead poisoning from 
painted toys,” Dr. Lang con­ 
cluded.

CLARK POINTED out, “Be­ 
cause this legal limit has been 
exceeded, the taxpayers’ money 
is in jeopardy. The failure on 
the part of the county treasurer 
to see that modern controls are 
instituted to protect this money 
is irresponsible.” 
Kelly, who is not a candidate 
in the Nov. 6 election, replied, 
“ In the days just before the 
deadline a lot of people from 
Carol Stream paid their taxes [ 
in the Hawthorne Bank (named 
by Clark). It takes us-a day to 
find out about this, and we im- 
mediately cut the balance down ! 
to its proper size.’ 
Kelly went on, “As for the 
Wheaton National (also named. 
by Clark), we get a lot of cash 
and checks here during collec-1 
tion time. We send the checks 
to our Chicago depository; we 
send the cash under guard to, 
the nearest banks, the Wheaton 
National (also named by Clark) 
and the Gary Wheaton.
